He late Duke of Monmouth came from the Tower to the Scaffold, at- 
tended by the Biſhop of Ely, the Biſhop. of Bath and- Wells, Dr. Te- 
niſon and Dr. Hooper, which four the King was graciouſly pleaſed to fend 

' him, as his Aſſiſtants to prepare him for Death ;. and the late Dake him- + 

ſelf intreated all four of them, to accompany hum to the Place of Execu- 
| tion, and to continue with him to the laſt. The two Biſhops going in 
the Lieutenant's Coach with him to the Barrs, made ſeaſonable and devout Applications 
to him all th: way ; and one of them deſired him not to- be ſ::rprized, if they to the ve- 
ry laſt upon the Scaffold, renewed thoſe Exhortations to a Particular Repentance, which 
they had ſo often repeated before. | 

'  Athis firſt coming upon the Scaffold, he looked for the Executioner, and ſeeing him, 
faid; Is this the man to do the b»/ineſs > Do your wort well. | 

Then the late Duke of //o:mouth began to ſpeak, ſome one or other of the Aſſiſtants 


during the whole time, applying themſelves to him.

Then all went to ſolema Commendatory Prayers, which centinued for a good ſpace, 
the late Duke of Monmoath and the Company kneeling, and joyning in them with great 
fervency. | 

ce being ended, before he. and the four who aſſiſted him, were riſen from their 
Knees, he was again earneſtly exhorted to a true and thorough Repentance. 

After they were riſen up, he was exhorted to pray for the King; and was asked, Whe- 
ther he did not deſire to tend ſome dutifu!

A. My Lord, you have been bred a Souldier, you wil do a generous Chriſtian thing, if 
you pleaſe to go to the Rail, and ſpeak to the Souldiers, and fay, That here you ſtand a 
fad example of Rebe/ljon, ard entreat them and the . People to be Loyal, and Obedient to 
the King.

During his «ndre//ing and tanding towards the Block there were uſed by thoſe who af- 
ſiſted. him, divers Ejaculations proper at that time, and much of 51#. Pſalm was repeat- 
ed, and particularly, Deliver me from Blood Guiltineſs, O God, Thou God, &c. 

Then he lay down, and foon after he raiſed himſelf upon his Elbow, and faid to the Exe- 
cutioner , Prethee let me feel the Ax ; he felt the Edge, and faid, / fear it is not ſharp

Then he lay down again.

STR, 


Our Majeſty may think, it is the Misfortune I now ly under, makes me make this 
' Application to You; but I do aſſure your Majeſty, it is the Remorſe I now have 
in me, ot the Wrong I have done You in ſeveral things, and now, in taking up 

| Arms againlt You. For my taking up Arms, it never was in my Thonghts ſince 
the King died. The Prince and Princeſs of: Orange will be Witneſs for me, of the Aſſu- 
rance I gave them, That I would never ſtir againſt You ; but my Misfortune was ſuch, as 
to meet with ſome Horrid People, that made me believe things of your Majeſty, and 
gave me fo many falſe Arguments, that I was fully led away, to believe, That it was a 
Shame and a Sin betore God not to do it. Bur, Sir, I will not trouble your Majeſty at 
preſent with many things I could fay for my ſelf, that I am ſure would move your Com- 
paſſion, the chief end of this Letter being only to beg of You, That I may have that 
Happineſs, as to ſpeak to your Majeſty : For I have that to fay to You, Sir, tlat I hope 
may give You a long, and happy Reign. I am ſure, Sir, when You hear me, You will be 
convinced ot-the Zeal I have tor your Preſervation, and how heartily I repent of what I 


: have done. I can ſay no more to your Majeſty now, being this Letter muſt be ſeen by 


taole that keep me. Theretore, Sir, I ſhall make an end, in begging of your Majeſty to 
belic e fo well of me, That I would rather dy a thouſand Deaths, than excuſe any thing * 
I have done, if ! did not really think. my ſelf the moſt in the wrong, that ever any Man 


- was, and had not {from the bottom of my Heart an abhorrence'for thoſe that put me up- 


on it, and tor the Action it ſelf. I hope, Sir, God Almighty will ſtrike your Heart with 
Mercy and Compaſtion for me, as he has done mine with the abhorrence of what I have 
done. Therefore [hope, Sir, I may live to ſhow You how Zealous 1 ſhall ever be for your 
Service ; and-could I iay but one Wordin this Letter, You would be convincedof it ; but 
it is 01 toat conſequence, That I dare-not do it. Therefore, Sir, I 'do beg of You once 


more to let me jpeak to You, for then You will be convinced how much I ſhaltever be,
